All of us folks who lived in East Liverpool some 
years back remember the kind of electric service we 
had when there was a single electric plant serving 
the city. 


In those days there were frequent interruptions. 
Every merchant in town kept a stock of candles in 
readiness because on Saturday night the electric 
lights often went off. 


If, at the election on November 3, 1936, you 
authorize city officials to spend $1,500,000 for a 
municipal plant you would be voting to make this com­ 
munity dependent on a single electric plant again. 
Accidents will happen, and no community should be 
dependent on a single plant. 
Storms, floods, ex­ 
plosions and even ordinary accidents to machinery 
frequently cause power plants to close down. 


The preliminary engineering survey on which the 
estimated cost of $1,500,000 for a City Electric Plant 
is based contains no provision for the necessary 
substation to provide a separate supply. 
Such a sub­ 
station would cost approximately $150,000 additional. 


If a substation were provided and if there were 
some outside source willing to supply the city in 
case its plant failed, a fair charge for ’’standing 
by” without the delivery of a single kilowatt hour 
of electricity woald be $85,000 a year. 


This gives yon an idea of the value to East 
Liverpool of the five sources of electricity supplied 
here by The Ohio Porker Company.

Aged and infirm persons resld 
ing in the rural districts make up 
the bulk of the victims. 
“ Often the victim is left tem­ 
porarily 
believing 
he

saved from 
cancer, 
blindness or 
paralysis, when he has not been 
benefitted and has been deprived 
of his last dollar,” Hansen said. 
“ In the 
‘glimmer racket’ there 
are persons known as ’finger men’ 
who travel about the country sell­ 
ing cheap eyeglasses for exorbi­ 
tant prices. 
“The ‘finger men’ are not satis­ 
fied with the enormous profit made 
on their cheap glasses. Thpy fur­ 
nish the names and addresses of 
their victims to members of the 
gang known as ‘specialists’ and get 
a 20 percent commission on any 
amounts the latter obtain from the 
victims. 
“ Sometimes the f a k e eye-special- 
ists find their own victims by talk­ 
ing to local persons. At times they 
visit homes pretending they want 
to purchase the property and dur­ 
ing the conversation represent that 
they are eye-specialists. 
“ Before leaving they inform the 
occupant or his wife that there is 


some serious eye trouble and offer 
to make an examination without 
charge, always falsely representing 
that the victim is afflicted with an ( 
eye cancer, cataract, or film and 
inducing him to undergo an opera- 
lion right in his home for its re­ 
moval. They collect a fee aa large 


a s 
t h e y think the victim is able 


t o pay. 
“ The pseudo-specialista 
usually 
work in pairs. Sometime* one is 
accompanied by a woman posing 


a s a nurce. They are neatly attired 
and travel in automobiles.” 
Hansen said that the inspection 
service had sent out circulars de- j 
scribing the plan of operation of 
the fake specialist, and that 15 
arrests 
had 
resulted 
in various 
parts of the country. There atm 
are many of the swindlers at large 
he said. and their apprehension is 
difficult because of the speed with 
which they travel and the large 
area they cover in a short time.
